-Colony,-published—vach—year-and-presented 
to the Legislative Council in the ordinary 
course, is a publication of much interest 
embracing, as it does, most of the facts and 
figures relating to the Colony as gathered by 
the various departinents of Government.

Against this we have an expenditure for the 
year of $4,746,538.44 exclusive of public 
works extraordinary; inclusive of that item 
it was 45, 346,669.48, or $512,879.03 less 
than the total expenditure of tgez, De- 
ducting from the actual expenditure for 
tyo3 the total actual receipts, there was a 
deficit $157,811.60 on the actual working, of 
the year, though the surplus: of assets an 
December grst amounted to, $177,830.83 
exclusive of arrears of revenue. No less satis: 
factory is the information embodied in the 
Harbour Master's returns for the Port. “There 
was an actual increase in tonnage of dver 
(wo and a halt million tons i ryo3 of any 
previous year. ‘To be precise the total 
tonnage entering and clearing amounted tu 
24,039,862 tons; figures which are exceeded 
by only two other ports in the world, both 
British, viz, London and Liverpool. ‘The 
Hon, F. H. May's remarks affecting the 
industries of the Colony are limited to 
observations on our local sugar refineries 
and the cotton mills. [thas been seen that 
a serious collapse in prices for sugar was 
experienced all over the world as a result of 
overproduction in the beet-growing States ; 
but the effect of the Brussels Convention of 
1yo2, of which Hongkong is one of the 
signatory colonies, with the resultant’ aboli- 
tion of bounties, is beginning to be felt to 
the advantage of the local refineries. While 
the collon spinning industry is placed at the 
mercy of the great marts of the world in the 
matter of prices of the raw material, it must 
remain a precarious enterprise as shown in 
the. report of the year under review... If, 
however, the valleys of the New Territory 
could be utilized fur cutton plantations, 
whereby the raw material could be procured 
locally at permanent prices, or at least at 
prices which -could be approximately fore- 
told, the industry would undoubtedly reccive 
a much-needed impetus. The experiments 
in this direction which have been com- 
menced at the suggestion of the Botanical 
‘and Afforestation department will, therefore, :

Sceretary winds up with the following lines:

The development of railway 
enterprise in other parts of China has, 
‘inthe opinion of the Government and the 
entire commercial community, rendered it 
of paramount importance to the prosperity 
of Hongkong that this Colony should, be 
connected by railway with the capital of the 
Kwangtung Province, which is to be con- 
nected by a trunk line with the Yangtse 
Valley.
